Dear  Friend, 

My  parents  and  I  would  like  to  tell  our  deepest  condolence  to 
President  Kennedy's  assassination.  You  know  I  never  like  writing 
the  former  President  Kennedy.  I  never  realized  that  a  single  per- 
son's death  could  make  such  a  big  stir  and  sensation  all  over 
the  world.  This  illustrates  how  much  Mr.  JFK  was  admired  and 
loved  by  the  people  regardless  of  nationality.  It  was  seven  o'clock 
in  the  morning  when  I  first  heard  the  news.  (He  was  killed  at  four 
o'clock  in  the  morning  by  Japan  time.)  I  was  at  home  for  three-days 
off  after  a  mid-term  exam.  In  that  morning  (Saturday)  my 
father  came  upstairs  and  knocked  the  door  of  my  room  saying, 
"President  Kennedy  was  assassinated."  I  never  believed  him  and 
thought  and  hoped  he  was  just  kidding,  but  he  sounded  much  more 
serious  than  usual  so  I  turned  on  the  radio  by  my  bedside  and 
jumped  up  from  the  bed  at  that  moment.  I  went  down  to  the  living- 
room  where  the  T.V.  screen  was  showing  the  scenes  of  the  Presi- 
dent's assassination.  I  never  forgot  that  my  body  was  trembling 
and  my  heart  was  beating  so  hard. 

We  were,  for  the  first  time,  receiving  the  living  T.V.  news  from 
the  States  by  the  help  of  Telstar  on  that  day.  We  were  supposed 
to  hear  the  speech  of  the  President,  prepared  before  hand  commemo- 
ting  the  first  broadcasting  from  the  U.S.A.  to  Japan,  but  it  was 
canceled  and  unbearable  news  reached  our  T.V.'s  in  Japan.  It  was 
too  terrible  and  too  shocking  to  Japanese  people.  I  just  don't 
understand  how  come  such  a  thing  can  possibly  happen  in  Ameri- 
ca, which  is  the  mother  country  of  Democracy.  National  Broad- 
rating  the  first  broadcasting  from  the  U.S.A.  to  Jai)an,  but  it  was 
Kennedy  on  that  day.  I  found  tears  in  my  grandmother's  eyes. 
This  morning,  I  got  up  five  o'clock  and  watched  the  funeral  in, 
Washington,  D.  C.  Please  remember  my  family,  my  friends,  and 
everybody  in  Japan  felt  so  much  inty  for  his  death.

The  Princess  Anne  PAGE  simultaneously  keeps  stu- 
dents informed  and  provides  training  for  those  who 
plan  to  enter  the  field  of  journalism.  Special  instruc- 
tion is  offered  to  staff  members  during  SIPA  in  Lexing- 
ton and  CSPA  in  New  York. 

Few  students  know  the  process  of  transferring  the 
spoken  word  to  print.  After  the  reporters  gather  news 
and  write  features,  they  are  typed,  proofread,  and  copy 
read.  The  PAGE  owns  an  IBM  machine  which  will  tell 
precisely  how  to  type  the  columns,  to  make  the  margins 
even.  The  copy  is  retyped  and  laid  out  on  pieces  of  card- 
board one  and  one  half  times  the  size  of  the  original 
paper.  Then  the  PAGE  goes  to  the  print  shop,  where  a 
photostatic  negative  of  the  paper  is  made.  The  letters 
are  burned  into  a  sheet  of  aluminum  which  is  attached 
to  the  press.  After  printing,  the  staff  must  avoid  stu- 
dents who  want  sneak  previews.  During  distribution, 
ROTO  magazines  are  enclosed  in  the  PAGE.
